Ministers of 
U.S., Britain 
In Conference 


PARIS, (#)—American, British 
and French foreign ministers met 
tonight to debate what to do 
next in their quarrel with Rus- 
sia over blockaded Berlin. 

The three foreign ministers, 
here for the third annual United 
Nations assembly session which 
convenes tomorrow, got together 
with their top advisers in the 
French foreign ministry. 

The concentration of the west- 
ern powers’ biggest diplomatic 
guns in Paris came as east-west 
exchanges on the tension-packed 
Berlin impasse neared the end of 
their second month, with no sign 
of a settlement. There were many 
who felt the talks had bogged 
down in utter failure. 

The meeting lasted 50 minutes. 
American and French officials 
said as they emerged from the 
conference there would be no 
briefing. A British official said 
earlier it would be wrong to ex- 


pect any “hard” decisions this 
early. 
Western power negotiators 


from Moscow and Berlin also are 
heading for Paris tonight, and 
there is every indlication the 
German problem will engage the 
ever-increasing attention of the 
westernn leaders despite the U.N. 
meeting. Some even felt the 
whole German and Berlin ques- 
tion might be tossed to the Unit- 
ed Nations for settlement.
